Aid to Science 


Research Needed 
To Counteract Reds 


WASHINGTON 
(A P ) 
- Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon says 
the United States 
m ust provide 
the facilities, the opportunity and 
the freedom for exploration by 
“ the scientist with the vaulting 
imagination.” 
To meet the Soviet challenge in 
•cience, he proposes government 
sponsorship of a m ajo r new pro­ 
g ra m for basic research, calling 
for federal 
m atching 
funds for 
university 
operation 
of coopera­ 
tive programs across the country. 
Nixon discussed “ the scientific 
revolution” in the second of a 
series of papers, released Wednes­ 
d ay night, aimed at giving his 
views in depth on various sub­ 
jects. The first, testing with com­ 
munism, was issued Aug. 20. 
Nixon said the next Congress 
should authorize the National Sci­ 
ence Foundation to take the lead­ 
ership in sponsoring the vast new 
program for basic research. 
“ By sponsor, I do not mean 
control, finance and operate,” the 
vice president stressed. “ The pro­ 
g ram should be conducted through 
a num ber of basic research insti­ 
tutes located in the principal geo­ 
graphical areas of the country. 
“ Financial support of these in­ 
stitutions should be as much as 
poss:ble a joint public and private 
enterprise with both federal and 
state 
governments 
participating 
on one hand an universities p ri­ 
v ate industry, and foundations on 
the 
other. 
The 
federal 
funds 
should be made available on a 
matching basis with state and pri 
vate contributions.” 
Nixon said that the Soviets lead 
today in the development of high 
thrust rockets, but that “ over all 
in the field of science, we are 
well ahead of the Soviet Union.”

Toll of carelessness is indelibly stamped 
on the minds of those who w itness the 
tragedy, together with the determination 
that there shall be no repetition. 
Last fall. 10.000 persons in Morocco were 
paralyzed by fuel oil bought in the United 
States, mixed with vegetable and peanut 
oils, and sold as a cooking preparation. A 
c h e m i c a l in the fuel oil — triortho 
cresyl phosphate—attacks the nervous sys­ 
tem and. while rarely fatal, inflicts a sev­ 
erely crippling paralysis. 
A British doctor has discovered 
by in­ 
ducing paralysis in animals with the chem ­ 
ical, that cortisone is an effective anti­ 
dote. Up to now, no treatment had been 
found which offered hope for the victim s of 
ibis terrible mistake. Even now. the corti­ 


sone 
treatment 
is in 
its 
experim ental 
stage, but it w as 
effective in reducing 
paralysis to ‘a mild state of postural im ­ 
balance'' in test anim als, according to Dr. 
P. G lees of Oxford University. 
W here there w as none before, there is 
now hope for the thousands of Moroccans 
stricken by terrible poison. And. if continu­ 
ed research with cortisone confirm s pre­ 
lim inary findings, another antidote will be 
added to the world’s medicine chest. 
But not only has a potential rem edy been 
produced, world" attention focused on
